Abolishment of U.S. 
Loan Offices Asked 

WASHINGTON, March 14 (U.Rl— The Hoover commission 
recommended today tHat many of the government's 104 
lending and inaurinp agencies be aboli.shed or forced to sup- 
port themselves under the free enterprise system. 
— Ih c sa and--QtheF--proi>oB«d--flgtioHBt-44ie--eommi9aieft--flftidr 
would result eventually in return to the treasury of capital 
funds totaline $6,217,943,000. And, it added, they woutd 
forestall pnsaftle future treasury inve.itments totaling $1, 
.114.000.000, 

In addition lo such "reduc- 
tions in the national debt," its 
overall recommendations ultimately 
the commission snljl, would mean 
an annual saving ot aome 200 mil- 
lion dollars. 

The commission, headed by form- 
er president Herbert Hoover, made 
Its recommendation in another of a 
.scries of reports to congress on gov- 
ernment reorganization. This one 
covered all federal agencies making 
or su%ranteelns loans. 

It said lending or guaranteeing 
loani "Is a tuncUon which the gov- 
ernment dflould undertake only 
when private enterprise cannot or 
will not perform the function, and 
then only In furtherance of a Jusli- 
Ilable governmental purpose." 

Five members of the commission 
dissented from certain parts of the 
report, which appeared certain, lo 
stir up much contro.versy. Many 
of the majorltya recommend a tioai 
would affect directly governificnt 
programs involving houalng, far- 
mers, veterans, and small business.

TOKYO, March U (tH— A Japa- 
nese scientist reported today that 
radioactive rain which fell In Japan 
last fall resulted from Ruaslaa 
atomic tests held In SIbwiA at a 
site near Japan. 

Or, Haruo Mtyake of th« weather 
research institute said weather ob< 
aervation data proved the radioac- 
tive rain came from two testa held 
in mid-September and late October,

There Is speculation that Meany 
may counter with a move to throw 
Beck's teamsters out of the AFL. 
Such a Btep would apUt the close- 
knit APL hierarchy wide apart and 
thereby even endanger the AFL- 
CIO merger. 

While this Is the most talked- 
about conirovcrsy dereloplng in the 
union field st the moment, there 
are plentTDf omerSTTh'eynhvolve 
leaders of rival unions, and even 
rival leaders within the same union. 
They Include such figures as John 
L. Lewis of the Mine Workers, David 
J. McDonald of the Steel workers and 
Walter Reuther of tha CIO and 
Auto Workers.
